fully planned by Jewish groups in Palestine as the

zh it is understood that the government is 


not planning any action against the new Jewish set- 
tlements, the settlers are erecting strong fences 
around the colonies. The government, it was au- 
thoritatively stated, does not object to settlements 
established on legally held land, provided they do 
not endanger security. 

The new settlements, established from dawn to 
dusk, lie in the area between Hebron and the Sinai 
peninsula, The settlers, mainly youths among whom 
were many ex-servicemen, worked energetically 
erecting wooden huts and started building construc- 
tion. They intend to start immediately on large-scale 
irrigation. 

Neighboring Bedouins and Arab villagers received 
the new Jewish settlers in a friendly fashion. They 
presented the customary gifts to the new arrivals, 
including a small amount of water, expressing the 
hope that the settlers would soon be able to bring 
water for themselves and their neighbors to the 
Negev. 

Local police visited the settlements and helped in 
various ways. In the evening, the settlers celebrated 
with ,festivities and dancing. All over Palestine the 





Jews were jubilant at the good news which broke 


the routine of bombs and explosions and signified 
the turning to practical and constructive work. 
Operation Planned for 3 Years 

The establishment of the twelve settlements came 
as a result of three years of patient and laborious 
planning, which included testing the soil and study- 
ing the climate, the dew, rainfall and other factors. 
The study culminated in the final decision to pro- 
ceed with settling of Jews in an area which hitherto 
had been inaccessible because it had not been fully 
explored. 

The actual preparations started three weeks ago 
amidst absolute secrecy. At dawn of the appointed 
day a long column of trucks, water tanks and trucks 
loaded with building materials, foodstuffs and per- 
sonal belongings of 1,000 men and women moved 
from five different bases, all in the south, to their 
destination, surprising the semi-nomadic Bedouins 
they passed on the roads. Arriving at the assigned 
spots, the settlers and volunteers who came along 
with them to assist in the settlement, immediately 
set to work. One group began to unload the trucks, 
while others started the actual building, and still 
others kept watch.

Full Text of President Truman’‘s Statement 


The full text of President 
Truman’s statement, as released 
by the White House, reads as 
follows: 


HAVE learned with deep re- 
I gret that the meetings of the 
Palestine Conference in London 
have been adjourned and are not 
to be resumed until Dec. 16, 
1946. In the light of this situa- 
tion it is appropriate to examine 
' the record of the Administration’s 
efforts in this field, efforts which 
have been supported in and out 
of Congress by members of both 
political parties, and to state my 
views on the situatiédn as it now 
exists. 


It will be recalled that when 
Mr. Earl Harrison reported on 
Sept. 29, 1945, concerning the 
condition of displaced persons in 
Europe, I immediately urged 
that steps be taken to relieve the 
situation of these persons to the 
extent at least of admitting 100,- 
000 Jews into Palestine. In re- 
sponse to this suggestion the 
British Government invited the 
Government of the United States 
fo cooperate in setting up a joint 
anglo-American Committee of 
Inquiry, an invitation which this 
Government was happy to accept 
in the hope that its participation 
would help to alleviate the situa- 
tion of the displaced Jews in Eu- 
rope and would assist in finding 
a solution for the difficult and 
tomplex problem of Palestine. 
The urgency with which this Gov- 
ernment regarded the matter is 
ceflected in the fact that -® 120- 
day limit was set for the com- 
pletion of the committee’s task. 


The unanimous report of the 
‘Anglo-American Committee of 
Inquiry was made on April 20, 
1946, and I was gratified to note 
that among the recommenda- 


tions contained in the report was 
an endorsement of my previous 
suggestion that 100,000 Jews be 
admitted into Palestine. The Ad- 


ministrator immediately concern- 
ed itself with devising ways and 
means for transporting the 100,- 
000 and caring for them upon 
their arrival . With this in mind, 
experts were sent to London in 
June, 1946, to work out provision- 
ally the actual travel arrange- 
ments. The British Government 
cooperated with this group, but 
made it clear that in its view 
the report must be considered as 
a whole and that the issue of the 
100,000 could not be considered 
separately. 


EMPHASIZES 
PARTIES OPPOSE 
ERALIZATION PLAN” 


On June 11, I announced the 
establishment of a Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Palestine and related 
problems, composed of the Secre- 
taries of State, War and Tres- 
ury, to assist me in considering 
the recommendations of the 
Anglo-American Committee of 
Inquiry. The alternates of this 
Cabinet Committee, ‘headed by 
Ambassador Henry F. Grady, de- 
parted for London on July 10, 
1946, to discuss with British Gov- 
ernment representatives how the 
report might best be imple- 
mented. 


U.S. POLITICAL 
“FED- 


The alternates submitted on 
July 24, 1946, a report, commonly 
referred to as the Morrison Plan, 
advocating a scheme of provin- 
cial autonomy which might lead 
ultimately to a bi-national state 
or to partition. However, oppo- 
sition to this plan developed 
among members of the major po- 
litical parties in the United States 


—both in the Congress and 
throughout the country. In ac- 
cordance with the _ principle 


which I have consistently tried 
to follow, of having a maximum 
degree of unity within the coun- 
try and between the parties of 
major elements of American for- 
eign policy, I could not give my 
support to this plan. 


I have, nevertheless, maintain- 
ed my deep interest in the matter 
and have repeatedly made known 
and ave urged that steps be 
taken at the earliest possible mo- 
ment to admit 100,000 Jewish 
refugees to Palestine. 


In the meantime, this Govern- 
ment was informed of the efforts 
of the British Government to 
bring to London representatives 
of the Arabs and Jews, with a 
view to finding a solution to this 
distressing problem. I expressed 
the hope that as a result of these 
conversations a fair solution of 
the Palestine problem could be 
found. While all the parties in- 
vited had not found themselves 
able to attend, I had hoped that 
there was still a possibility that 
representatives of the Jewish 
Agency might take part. If so, 
the prospect for an agreed and 
constructive settlement would 
have been enhanced. 


The British ‘Government pre- 
sented to the conference the so- 
called Morrison Plan for provin- 
cial autonomy and stated that the 
conference was open to other 
proposals. Meanwhile, the Jew- 
ish Agency proposed a solution 
of the Palestine problem by 
means of the creation of a val- 
uable Jewish state in control of 
its own immigration and eco- 
nomic policies in an adequate 
area of Palestine instead of in the 
whole of Palestine. It proposed 
furthermore the immediate is- 
suance of certificates for 100,000 
Jewish immigrants. This pro- 
posal received widespread atten- 
tion in the United States, both in 
the press and in public forums. 


BELIEVES JEWISH STATE 
SCHEME WOULD COMMAND 
SUPPORT IN UNITED 
STATES 


From the discussion which has 
ensued it is my belief that a so- 
lution along these lines would 
command the support of public 


opinion in the United States. I 
cannot believe that the gap be- 
tween the proposals which have 
been put forward is too great to 
be bridged by men of reason and 
goodwill. To such a solution our 
government could give its sup- 
port. 


In the light of the situation 
which has now developed,:I wish 
to state my views as succinctly 
as possible: 


1. In view of the fact that 
winter will come on before the 
conference can be resumed, I be- 
lieve and urge that substantial 
immigration into Palestine can- 
not await a solution to the Pales- 
tine problem and that it should 
begin at once. Preparations for 
this movement have already been 
made by this government and it 
is ready to lend its immediate 
assistance. 


2. I state again, as I have on 
previous occasions, that the im- 
migration laws of other coun- 
tries, including tye United States, 
should be liberalized with a view 
to the admission of displaced per- 
sons.: I am prepared to make 
such a recommendation to the 
Congress and to continue as 
energetically as possible collabor- 
ation with other countries on the 
whole problem of displaced per- 
sons. 


3. Furthermore, should a work- 
able solution for Palestine be de- 
vised, I would be willing to rec- 
ommend to the Congress a plan 
for economic assistance for the 
development of that country. In 
the light of the terrible ordeal 
which the Jewish people of Eu- 
rope endured during the recent 
war and the crisis now existing, 
I cannot believe that a program 
of immediate action along the 
lines suggested above could not 
be worked out with the coopera- 
tion of all people concerned. The 
Administration will continue to 
do everything it can to this end.

OME of the most undesirable public officials in 

modern ,times were undoubtedly those of the 
Fattori (factors) of the Ghetto, the three members 
of the executive committee of the Jewish commun- 
ity of Rome during the period of papal secular con- 
trol. 

The Fattori, whose office dates from the twelfth 
century, were chosen by the representatives of the 
Jewish community for one year and bore a peculiar 
personal responsibility to the Vatican for the good 
conduct of the entire Jewish population. Thus, if 
any Jew committed a misdeed—which was not very 
difficult with the existing number of prohibitions 
and restrictions—the Fattori were held accountable 
and punished, a not infrequent occurrence, unless 
the offender was apprehended and convicted. 

Because of the increasing unwillingness to ac- 
cept the offices it eventually became necessary to 
limit their tenure to six months and to prohibit the 
chosen officers from declining. 

The abolition of the offices came only with the 
end of papal temporal rule in 1870.

This is the picture one gets 
Brunswik of the University of 
California who was one of the 
speakers at the 54th annual meet- 
ing of the American Psychologi- 
cal Association that met here re- 
cently. 

Her report was based on a 
project sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee. One hun- 
dred forty women college stu- 
dents were given a questionnaire 
to determine their attitudes on 
race prejudice with special em- 
phasis on anti-Semitism; their 
political economic attitudes such 
as liberalism, conservatism and 
fascism; personality traits relat- 
ed to the first two. 


Charge Own Faults to Others 

“The basic feature of a prej- 
udiced person is the externaliza- 
tion of one’s own faults, conficts 
and conscience,’ Dr. Frenkel- 
Brunswik says in her psychologi- 
cal shorthand. 

She explains it this way. “The 
racically prejudiced are insecure 
though externally they may ex- 
hibit confidence and even arro- 
gance. Actually they accuse ra- 
cial groups of aggression, weak- 
ness, and other qualities which 
they find in themselves and are 
unable to face in themselves. 

“Therefore they project these 
unpleasantries on others, usually 
a racial group. It is a mechanism 
for blaming others for one’s own 
shortcomings. Thus, the expres- 
sion of racial prejudice is used 
by some to maintain a mental 
balance which might be lost if 
these problems could not be pro- 
jected to others.” 


What Biased People Believe 

Prejudiced people tend to sub- 
scribe to beliefs like the follow- 
ing: 

“Although many people may 
scoff, it may yet be shown that 
astrology can explain a lot of 
things.”

I am usually more worried about the recognition given my 
skill as_a writer than my integrity. The reason is that I have 
always enjoyed a reputation for honesty so that I don’t appreciate 
it particularly and when it is called into question, I am more often 
amused than provoked, whereas for my reputation as a good 
writer I have had to battle. I began as a professional writer com- 
paratively late in life and when I came to New York six years 
ago, few editors had ever heard of me or wanted to give me a 
break. So that every time somebody reassures me that I am a 
good writer, I feel like crowing about it. Recently, however, I have 
had too many cases of having my integrity called into question, 
so I am beginning to feel a little touchy. I want to make it clear 
that no matter what Gabriel Cohen says, I am Nobody’s Man Friday. 

AND WHILE I am on the subject, I want to get a few minor 
matters off my chest. Some weeks ago I had an artic’e in the 

aa Jewish Daily Forward on Anglo-Jewish literature, in which I said 
> that, in my opinion, the only two adequate novels in the English 
language dealing with Jewish lifé in America are Abraham Ca- 

han’s “The Rise of David Levinsky,” dealing with the first genera- 

tion immigrant and Meyer Levin’s “The Old Bunch” which de- 

scribes the life of the second generation. Promptly the weekly 

wag of the literary page in the Sunday Morning Journal (name 

of same Weekly Wag being Der Lebediger, alias Guttman) ac- 

cused me of trying to play up to Abraham Cahan. That is stupid 
nonsense. What I said represents my view. In all the five years I 

have been writing for the Forward I only mentioned Cahan’s name 

In my column in The Jewish Post last summer on the 
occasion of Cahan’s eighty-fifth birthday, I spoke of his faults and 


twice. 


HOPE all my readers will agree with me that I have richly 
deserved the compliment paid me by Gabriel Cohen in his edi- 
torial of the New Year’s issue about my ability as.a writer. But 
‘ he prefaced his compliment by a remark of dubious praise saying 
¥ I always reflect the attitude of the ZOA administration and that 
whenever he wants to know where the wind blows he reads 


of the faults of the Forward as well as of their virtues. 


And now as to my relations with the present ZOA adminis- 
I was engaged by Dr. Goldstein, first to write publicly, 
later to do literary and translation work—which I preferred. Dur: 
ing the Silver-Wise controversy I entertained serious doubts either 
way, but two men, both of whom are my personal friends and 
neither of whom is or was connected with the ZOA administration 
almost convinced me that Silver had been wrong. 

When Silver’s friends tendered him a dinner (at the time he 
was out of office and the Emergency Couneil was run by others), 
l invited myself to the dinner. What I saw and what I heard 
there convinced me that my two friends had been wrong: I saw 
that Silver understood the political scene in America and that he 
knew how to handle it and that he was an excellent organizer 
and had the backing of most Zionists. I also knew that if I wrote 
these things to Haaretz, I could expect to lose my job with the 
ZOA. I figured it would take three months for the copy of Haaretz 
with my article to arrive in this country and for Saul Spiro to 
report to Goldstein on it. But, although at that time I was paid 
by the Haaretz less than one quarter of what the ZOA paid 
me, I interviewed Silver and cabled and wrote to Haaretz what 
i knew and what I thought. Three months later I lost my job 


tration. 


at the ZOA. I was reinstated when the new regime came in. 


UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES I may be more amenable 
than I might be otherwise to the influence of Silver and Neumann 
and the Emergency Council. It is also natural that I should view 
with suspicion any arguments or stories against Silver which sound 
like those I heard two years ago. Nevertheless I make it my busi- 
ness to get the views of people outside of the Silver-Neumann group, 
and I draw my own conclusions. I have never signed my name 
to articles expressing views I did not hold, and I usually sign my

MONTREAL—Resolutions con- 


demning racial intolerance were 
adopted by the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada and the 
Canadian Congress of Labor, 
which held their annual conven- 
tions simultaneously in Windsor 
and Toronto, respectively, but 
both conventions did not vote on 
pro-Palestine resolutions. The 
Trades and Labor Congress re- 
ferred back to the executive a 
resolution petitioning the Domin- 
ion government to “allow the ad- 
mission of 100,000 Jews and refu- 
gees into Canada.” The resolu- 
tion also asked the Dominion 
government to petition the Brit- 
ish Government to “rescind the 
White Paper of 1939 which re- 
stricted the entry of Jews into 
Palestine and restricted the buy- 
ing of land in the Holy Land by 
Jews.” 

The Canadian Congress of La- 
bor, which is affiliated with the 
C.I.0., also did not vote on the 
Palestine and refugee resolutions. 


Great Cultural Revival 
Needed to Save Judaism

PHILADELPHIA—A great cul- 


tural revival is needed if we 
would save the Jewish faith, de- 
clared Rabbi Louis Wolsey, of 
Congregation Rodeph Shalom, in 
a Rosh Hashonah sermon. 

“Religion is always on the de- 
fensive, not on account of its de- 
merits, but because of the very 
general religious illiteracy that 
plagues the whole world. The 
19th and 20th centuries witnessed 
the growth of a scientific atti- 
tude that undermined religion 
and made it a negligible study of 
man’s education. The result is a 
huge proportion of both Jews 
and Christians who know practi- 
cally nothing of their own faith,” 
he stated.

He has been rabbi at 
Rodeph Shalom for more than 
21 years.

Yiddish Press Has Afterthought 
On Nuremberg Trials 

N THE first flush, the press 

was disgusted with the Nur- 
emberg verdict. Russia, of 
course, protested the freeing of 
three criminals. In its embar- 
rassment, the anti-Red Forward 
hastened to bat, with an editorial 
headed, “They Should Not Have 
Been Freed!” The Day bitterly 
protests: the most important 
omission was, that Jew extermina- 
tion was not labeled as a crime. 
A crime all by itself. Whatever 
became of “genecide,” it asks. 
This was the sensational theory 
that planned murder of a people 
was a capital crime. And now 
nothing is heard of it. The Day 
sums the whole thing up as be- 
ing, juridically, not much differ- 
ent from laws of 1914. “Favor 
the Germans” seems the deliber- 
ate intention of the _ tribunal, 
claims the Journal. “Internally 
countries can now behave as they 
wish, and can have regimes 
which commit the biggest crimes 
against their own citizens.” In 
an afterthought, it states, “Any- 
how, the court showed the world 
that crimes against mankind, of 
the type the Nazis were guilty 
of, do not go unpunished.” It 
stresses Goering and racist Ros- 
enberg, as well as others, will 
die. 

Afterthoughts were in order, it 
seems. That the limits of its 
mandate forced the court to act 
as it did, is the opinion of the 
Forward. And the Journal’s J. 
Fishman sums up: “The tribunal 
confirmed that starters of an ag- 
gressive war come under interna- 
tional judgment.” Reminding us 
that Hitlers and “barbarians” 
will now be punished collectively 
in this world; he adds, “The his- 
toric achievement of the verdict 
is that its new conception of 
justice breaks down the walls of 
national jurisdiction.”

URING the last two generations the world of 
art has witnessed a long procession of great 
Jewish painters, sculptors, etchers—masters of the 
and graphic arts. To mention only the most 
important names, one recalls Camille Pissaro, leader 
of the French Impressionists; Joseph Israels, fore- 
most Dutch painter since Rembrandt, and Max Liber- 
mann, one-time head of the Prussian Academy of 
Fine Arts. The post-impressionistic “Ecole de Paris” 
includes such well-known Jews as Modigliani, Pascin, 

Chagall, Kisling, Soutine and Ryback. 

In America too, some of the most famous artists 
today are Jews: Albert Sterner, Max Weber, Leon 
Kroll, Maurice Sterne, William Gropper, Bernard 
Karfiol, George Schreiber, Frederick Taubes are but 
a few of these. Great Jewish sculptors were and are: 
Antowolsky, Zadkine, Zorach, Max Kalish, Moses 
Ezekiel, Jacob Epstein, Nahum Aronson. A host of 
other painters and sculptors could be mentioned to 
attest to the tremendous contribution made by Jews 
to modern art. 

The question frequently arises: “If there are so 
pany schucmatl artists, is mete a Jewish Art?” The 


answer is “Yes,” and “No.” No, there is no Jewish 
Art in the sense in which there is an Italian, Dutch, 
or Chinese Art. A specific school of painting, em- 
bodied in a definite style, an indigenous technique 
of expression that may be called Jewish has never 
existed. 

There is no Jewish language of plastic or pictorial 
communication—as yet. There may be elements 
from which it could be created. In the ghettos that 
remain, in Palestine, and wherever Jewish life is 
lived intensively and creatively, Jewish Art in the 
sense of specifically Jewish aesthetic values may 
some day come into being. As in the case of the 
other schools of art mentioned, it is a matter of 
geography, of space and soil, of a measure of isola- 
tion. There are also those who claim that because 
of the interdependence of the modern world, national 
schools or styles of painting are now a thing of the 
past. 

Obviously, however, we may speak of Jewish Art 
in another sense. There is Jewish Art in the manner 


in which there is, let us say, American Art. Great 


Thomas Hart Benton, John Stewart Curry, Reginald 
Marsh and others have been finding their deepest 


inspiration in scenes of American life. They, their 


followers and their fore-runners, the numerous 
painters of the so-called American Genre School, 
have given us what we know as American painting. 
They paint American themes imbued with a feeling 
that is authentically American. They are recorders 
and interpreters of American life. Their painting 
techniques and styles vary with the individual artist: 
all of them use American subject matter. 

Now in this same sense, we may also speak of 
Jewish Art. For purposes of this discussion we may 


tentatively define Jewish Art as art inspired by 


Jewish life, the work of a consciously Jewish artist, 
imbued with distinctively Jewish feeling. Israel 
Zangwill once defined a genuinely Jewish joke as a 
joke that a non-Jew fails to understand and of which 
a Jew says: “I heard it before.” Perhaps somewhat 
in the same way a good Jewish picture seems to 
possess a familiarity for us: it communicates a Jew- 
ish experience which we recognize as peculiarly 
our own.

THE QUESTION OF COLUMBUS' JEWISHNESS; 
THIS TIME HE'S CLASSED AS ZIONIST

biography of Columbus 
| published several years ago 
by Prof. Madriaga, a non-Jewish 
Cambridge professor of Spanish 
stock, drew attention to the ques- 
tion of whether the discoverer of 
America was Jewish. Madriaga’s 
thesis was that Columbus was a 
Jew. 

Few noticed, however, the fact 
that Madriaga also made some- 
thing of a Zionist of Columbus. 
Madriaga devotes more than a 
whole chapter of his book ta Co- 
lumbus’ plans to deliver‘ Jeru- 
salem. He argues that one of the 
principle motives of Columbus 
in making his western explora- 
tion of the Indies was to get 
‘money for his Jerusalem scheme. 
Writes Madriaga: “He made 
them (the King and Queen) 
promise that the wealth of the 
Indies to be discovered should be 
devoted to the liberation of the 
House of Zion.” 

It was after Columbus had 
been brought back in chains from 
the new world and then tempor- 
arily restored to the grace of 
their Spanish majesties, that he 
took up seriously the project of 
liberating Jerusalem, He gath- 
ered up all the prophecies of 
the Bible touching on the Jewish 
testeration, and in a communica- 
tion to the court wrote that in 
making his discoveries in the In- 
dies, he had “profited little from 
mathematics or geography.” 
What had led him on, he said, 
were the prophecies of Isaiah 
which foretold that God would 
“create a new heaven and a new 
earth.” 

Similarly, he argued, the Bib- 
lical prophecies foretell the res- 
toration of Jerusalem. 

TT MAY BE that the future 
historian of Zionism will include 
Columbus along with Pinsker 
and Herzi, Weizmann and Lipsky 
and Brandeis in the list of Zion- 
ist immortals. 

Madriaga was not the first to 
Propose the theory that Colum- 
bus himself was a Jew. Anyone 
at all familiar with the Columbus 
Story must have at one time or 
another, entertained similar sus- 
Bicions, even if in the end he felt 
the evidence not altogether con- 
Vincing. 

There are so many things

the Treasury in the Cabinet and 
owed his own escape from the 
Inquisition to the fact that he 
was esteemed by Ferdinand and 
Isabella. It is significant that 
Columbus sent the first news of 
the discovery of America to San- 
tangel. 

Prof Madriaga lists a volumi- 
nous amount of circumstantial 
evidence. One cannot say that he 
has made an absolutely conciu- 
sive case, but it certainly is a 
strong case. There is even evi- 
dence submitted that during his 
life time Columbus was attacked 
as a converted Jew. 


If he were a Jew, of course, 
it would have been fatal for him 
to reveal the fact at the time 
when Jews were being hunted 
and burned at the stake. The se- 
cretiveness of Columbus, the fre 
quent contradictions of his state- 
ments, all are explainable, if we 
accept the theory of his Jewish 
origin.

That’s why I come 
only when I have to. Believe me, if they want to know why Jews 
don’t come to shul any more I can tell them. 

“What is there to come for, anyhow?” He quivered with anger; 
and looked me in the face as if I were partially responsible. “They’ve 
got a big, beautiful building, and who uses it? We fix the plumbing, 
we repair the cracks in the walls, we put down new carpets, we 
paint the whole place—and then we lock it up tight. 

“On Shabbos a few Jews gather for a Minyan—and they meet 
in the Bes-Medrosh. The building is like a museum; it’s kept in a 
glass case, and opened only once a year, on the Yomim Noraim. 
What do we need so expensive a museum for? We should pay up- 
keep all year round just to have a place to davven in three days a 
year? Nu, with luck they succeeded in paying off the mortgage, 
and now they still make appeals. They’re not going to get a penny 
out of me. I pay for my seats—and that’s enough. It’s beginning 
to become a racket, that’s what it is!” 


HE GRABBED the fringes of his tallis, rose, and in a loud voice 
began chanting the Oshamnu, bogadnu. 


I walked home with the president of the shul and he had his 
own tzorris to talk about. 


“We've got the mortgage paid off,” he began in a confidential 
manner, “but I don’t know what we're going to do now. With the 
mortgage out of the way, people think the synagogue doesn’t need 
support any more. We had dreamed and looked forward to this 
day when we wouldn’t have to worry about debts any more, and 
could go into the program of activities we had always wanted. We 
want to remodel the basement rooms so they can be used by chil- 
dren’s clubs; we want to fix up the vestry so young people can use 
it for their dances; we want to invite lecturers to come every week 
and give courses for our adults; we want to expand our Sunday 
School, get better teachers, pay them hetter; we want to give our 
rabbi a raise so that he can perform his congregational duties with- 
out worrying about what has happened to the cost of living; we 
want to publish a little synagogue bulletin, going out to all our 
members—it will help build an institutional loyalty; there are lots 
of things we want to do, but all these things cost money. And 
people don’t understand that even with the mortgage out of the way, 
the shul still needs money. At last we're in a position to make the 
building a true center for the community, but the congregation 
won’t support us any more. What can we do?” 


I TURNED the matter over in my mind for a few moments and 
then came up with what I thought was a bright suggestion. “Go 
to the bank, put the synagogue in mortgage again, and use the 
money to carry on your expanded program of activities. Once you’ve 
got a mortgage the members will feel at home again, they'll con- 
tribute to meet the payments, so there will be no danger of a 
foreclosure, and you'll have the ready funds to do all those things 
you told me about.” 


The president shook his head sadly. “It’s just about the only 
thing left to do,” he said, but I could see that he didn’t take me 
seriously.

“What’s a Jew?” (I had invited the readers to 
help me out.) 

Of space.and time I have only enough to take 
up the answer of the editor of the Detroit Jew- 
ish Chronicle who in his editorial column gent- 
ly chides me for the way I tried to answer 
Paul. 

I had decided that when Paul is old enough 
to understand I would tell him: “A Jew is a 
person who is just and kind and goes along 
with other people who 
want to make this a bet- 
ter world. In being a 
good man you will have 
made good as a Jew and 
that’s enough.” 

The Chronicle editor 
replies: “But it is hard- 
ly enough, Mr. Segal. Be- 
ing just good and kind 
and a good brother to 
others is not exclusively a Jewish obligation. 
A Christian should be just and good and kind 
and that will make him a better Christian. A 
Hottentot should be just and good and kind 
and that will make him a better Hottentot. ... 

“Being a Jew, Mr. Segal, is a distinct way of 
life. 

Being a Jew is a matter of the spirit and 
the heart. ‘ 

“Being a Jew means following certain prac- 
tices and principles. 

“Being a Jew means faith in hallowed tradi- 
tion.” 

Well, Mr. Editor, I remember another Jew 
much older and much wiser than I. His name 
was Hillel. The story goes that one day a cer- 
tain heathen came to him with a desire to em- 
brace Judaism on one condition: If Hillel 
would give him the sum of the entire Torah 
while he, the heathen, stood on one foot, he 
would embrace Judaism,

I COULD FEEL that Paul was doing all 
eight as a Jew if he lived by the precept of 
Hillel. Paul would be fulfilling the Law and 
the Prophets. All the rest of Judaism that he 
might have would be ornamental culture for 
Paul as a man, I should like to see Paul have 
all that, just as I should like to see him cul- 
tivating music, literature and the sciences; it 
all has to do with making Paul a full man. 

But I shall always tell Paul that the main 
thing of beimg Jewish is character; a Jew’s 
understanding of his social duty; his obliga- 
tion as a man has come all the way from Sinai 
to walk in the loftiest ways of character; his 
duty toward the brotherhood of man, as a Jew 
who never forgets what the prophet Malachi 
said: “Have we not all one Father? Hath not 
one God created us?” 

Sure, to live right is also the teaching of the 
Christians and, for all I know, the Hottentots 
may be getting the same teaching from mis- 
sionaries and may be living that way. 

That’s all to the good and glory of being 
a Jew. If Paul turns out to be the man I hope 
for, he will say, Yes, the fact that we all have

I arf not sure that I want Paul ever to fee) 
that to be a Jew is a distinct way of life, as 
the Chronicle’s editor says. Ie may be heresy 
for me to say that. 

I want Paul never to feel that there is any- 
thing distinct or separate in his identity as a 
Jew. I shouldn’t like to see Paul in a physical, 
spiritual or cultural ghetto. I remember what 
Haman said of us to his king: “Their laws are 
diverse from those of every people.” Hitler had 
the same idea of Jews being in all ways sep- 
arate when by extermination he ejected Jews 
from the German people. 

I don’t want Paul ever to give countenance 
to the idea of Hitler or Haman. I hope he 
will be a Jew who by the closest application of 
Jewish ethical teaching will prove the Jewish 
unity with all other kinds of decent men. Dem- 
ocratic society abhors to acentuate any dis- 
tinctiveness whether of race, religion, culture, 
color or wealth; the only things that count are 
the oneness of man, as revealed in the ethical 
teaching of his various religions.

WE JEWS, riding in all other directions of 
being Jewish—Jewish nationalism, Jewish cul- 
ture, Jewish civilization—may forget the main 
way of being Jewish, pointed out in the direc 
tions given at Sinai. 

I hope that by the time Paul gets to man- 
hood the confusion will have cleared and all 
Jews will see again this one, sure upward way 
of being Jewish. They won’t feel any the less 
Jewish because the ethical teaching they em- 
phasize is the same as the teaching of the 


Christians. 

They will feel special pride in it because, as 
Jews, they were the first to bring it to human 
society; on that account they will feel under 
special obligation to Keep on carrying it for- 
ward fo the world in their individual lives 
and in their life as a religious community 

Unless Paul disappoints me he will be that 
kind of a Jew and as that kind of a Jew he 
will be a Jew good enough for me. He may 


have none of the ritual practices and he may 
not say Kaddish for me when I die, but up in 
Paradise—if I get there—I feel 
enough by Paul. 

If they ask me. “Doesn’t your grandson 
know enough to say kaddish for vou?” | shall 
answer: “I don’t know whether the boy knows 
how to say Kaddish but I think his way of 
being a Jew-Speaks for me. I tried to teach 
him that the way of being a Jew 
chiefly with climbing up to lofty 
and that’s the way he went and turned out 
to be an excellent Jew.

four year old Czech Jewish girl was out 

A walking with a matron and saw a man 
had lost his leg. She turned to the matron and 
said, “He can’t work. He ought to be shot.” 

You would say that four year old children 
don’t talk that way. They do if they have spent 
their entire lives in a German concentration 
camp. This four year old had been taken to 
England after she was released from Camp 
Theresienstadt not far from Prague. When 
this ghetto concentration camp was liberated, 
it was found that 17,000 men, women and chil- 
dren were left alive each living in six feet by 
two feet of space. 

Three hundred children from this camp were 


7 flown to England. Some of these children are 


being cared for by the Foster Parents’ Plan 
For War Children. American headquarters of 
the Plan are at 55 west 42nd street, New York 
City. 

The group was swelled by children from 
other camps and by little ones like three year 
old Gad Joseph, who was picked up outside 
the Brandenburg Gate in Berlin. His parents 
were caught before they could disappear un- 
derground and were executed by the Nazis. 


THE CHILDREN live in 56 different chil- 
dren’s projects the Plan operates in France, 
Belgium, Malta, Italy, England, Holland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

The children are facing another difficult win- 
ter. To help in meeting the situation, the Fos- 
ter Parents’ Plan‘for War Children asks that 
individuals or groups “adopt” children in the 
colonies. . 

In the name of The Junior Post League, our 
young people’s group, The Post has adopted a 
little girl. Her name is Raymonde Ivankovitzer. 
Her photograph and case history are on their 
way to us and will be printed upon arrival. In 
adopting her, we have agreed to send $15.00 
per month or $180.00 this year. In addition we 
have agreed to write to her and be her friends. 

The children to whom we have broached 
the subject are wildly enthusiastic about the

At any rate, Holidays in Jewish life always meant special “eats,” 
special dishes associated with the particular holiday or festival. 
Cari anyone think of Succoth without huge bunches of luscious 
grapes, rosy cheeked apples, bronze colored pears, juicy purple 
plums? Or the dates and nuts, plain and unadulterated or tucked 
into cakes and puddings? Fruits and an ancient Harvest Festival 
that is renewed each year by you and me, and all Jews everywhere, 
whether they are in lands of plentiful harvest or not! What harvests 
of hope it takes to carry on! 

But, let’s get busy on a few suggestions for the Holiday Table. 

Here’s a cake you can bake even in these days of shortages: 


Date-Nut Loaf Cake 

1 egg % cup chopped walnut meats 

2 cups flour, sifted 24 cup dark corn syrup 

3 teaspoons baking powder 2 tablespoons melted butter 

1 teaspoon salt % cup each evaporated milk and 

% cup finely cut pitted dates cold water 

To the sifted flour add baking powder and salt and sift again 

into a mixing bowl. Drop in the chopped nut meats and cut dates 
and stir with a fork. Beat the egg well in another bow] and stir in 
syrup, melted shortening and beat until well blended. Use a fork 
for best results. Stir in the liquid then combine the two mixtures 
by stirring the liquid into the dry ingredients, only until the flour 
is dampened. Turn into a well greased loaf pan (8x4x2% inches) 
and bake 1 hour at 325° F. Remove from pan to cool and store over 
night or at least 8 hours before slicing. 


Apple-Noodle Kugel 
4 cups sliced peeled apples 
3 tablespoons shortening, pre- 
ferably chicken fat 
% cup dry bread or cracker 
crumbs 


8 oz. broad noodles 

2 qts. cold water 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 eggs 

% cup sugar 

%- teaspoon cinnamon 

Drop the noodles in boiling salted water and cook 8 te 10 min- 

utes. Drain well. Add eggs beaten with sugar, stirring in lightly 
with a couple of forks. Add cinnamon to crumbs and stir in all ex- 
cept.a tablespoonful. Heat the shortening in the pudding dish or 
casserole and add to noodle mixture. Turn half into the greased 
baking dish, arrange the sliced apples to cover, reserving some slices 
for a topping, then add the rest of the noodle combination. Arrange 
apple slices over the top in any desired effect, sprinkle with re- 
maining crumbs and bake, uncovered, 25 minutes at 350° F or until 
nicely browned. Serve hot or cold with lemon sauce or raisin sauce. 

Lemon Sauce: Cook over low heat % cup lemon juice, 142 cups 
water,.4%4 cup brown sugar mixed with 1 tablespoon corn- 
starch and a pinch of salt, stirring until smooth and clear. 
Place over hot water and cook 15 minutes. Add grated rind 
of 1 lemon or a dash of nutmeg. 

Raisin Sauce: Cook % cup seeded raisins in 1 cup boiling water 
20 minutes. Add 1 tablespoon lemon juice, 2 tablespoons 
honey, a few grains of salt. Mix 1 tablespoon cornstarch 
with 2 tablespoons cold water and stir. Cook 15 minutes 
over low heat, stirring occasionally.

In connection wth Rabbi 
Wise’s letter in The Freedom of 
The Press section of this issue, 
but without apologizing, it may 
be said that his objections point 
up the difficulty in trying to hon- 
estly publish an independent An- 
glo-Jewish paper. The sources 
of information are usually shut 
so tight that what news does 
come out is by the grace of some- 
One with an ulterior motive. 

The people whom Rabbi Wise 
Hames can defend themselves, 
but as far as my editorial is con- 
cerned, here are the facts. When 
the Jewish Agency seemed to be 
considering partition for the first 
time, it came as a shock to me, 
and immediately I began trying 
to find out why. What was it, 1 
began asking every source I 
knew, which was of such a seri- 
ous nature, and which we here 
did not know about, that could 
possibly bring the Agency to the 
point where it had to consider 
partition. Heretofore, we all 
knew every pronouncement had 
been unalterably opposed to any 
Kind of partition. 

I coyjd get no satisfactory an- 
swer, although I did get all the 
reports on what Nahum Goldman 
was doing. J read everything 
published in the Jewish field, and 
of course I have access to re- 
ports others do not see. However, 
' The Post kept quiet. It could not 
| find out what was happening so 
it remained silent. 

Then came the meeting of the 
Zionist executive at which Rabbi 
Israel Goldstein, a member of the 
Agency executive, reported on 
what was going on in Paris. The 
Jewish Agency was still meeting, 
but Dr. Goldstein had returned to 
the United States. I got a full 
Oral report of the meeting, which 
' Rabbi Wise will admit was quite” 
an accomplishment for a person 
1,000 miles from New York.

Rabbi Wise naturally defends 
Dr. Goldman, although he does 
not answer the specific charges. 
I might point out that in the is- 
sues since the one Rabbi Wise 
complains of, there have been 
several items defending Gold- 
man. 


If Rabbi Silver and the Z.O.A. 
are deliberately distorting the 
facts, then such letters as Dr. 
Wise’s are absolutely essential. 


Rabbi Wise knows, as a reader 
of The Post, that he has full ac- 
cess to its columns. In fact as a 
leader he has a responsibility in 
that direction; it behooves him 
and his group in the Z.O.A. to 
keep the U. S. Jewish public in- 
formed. Rabbi Feuer’s article 
came as a life saver to a Jewish 
public starved for authentic in- 
formation as to what was going 
on and its acceptance was due in 
part to the circumstances sur- 
rounding it.

HE answer of Joe Brainin of The Protest- 

ant to the condemnation of his group 
by the National Community Relations Advis- 
ory Council is so out of line that even lib- 
erals inclined to oppose the NCRAC action on 
the grounds of freedom of speech, must be 
alienated. 

The charge against Mr. Epstein of seeking 
to win votes is too far fetched to warrant con- 
sideration. And the charge that the American 
Jewish Committee controls the NCRAC is even 
more absurd.

The Protestant as 
time went by became more and more bitter, and 
opposed every action involving The Church 
just because The Church did it. 

The use by Mr. Brainin of Shad Polier’s 
name is confusing. Mr. Polier and his organ. 
ization, The American Jewish Congress, could 
not possibly have been ignored by the NCRAC 
in taking its action. 

Self discipline in the American Jewish com. 
munity is an obvious necessity and all to the 
good when decisions are taken democratically, 
This action of the NCRAC, obviously demo- 
cratic, indicates the growing maturity this 
paper has often talked of.

Z. O. A. Should Do Away With Proxy System 


ERE is one serious flaw in the organi- 

zation set-up of the Zionist Organization 
of America which allows the administration 
an unfair advantage and makes possible the 
control of the organization by a small clique, 
which the reorganization committee under 
Daniel Frisch seems to have overlooked. 

It is the practice of issuing proxies for dis- 
tricts whose delegates are not present at the 
annual conventions.’ Under this system, the 
administration can and does give to people it 
knows will support its policies, the right to 
vote in the name of a district perhaps thou- 


sands of miles away from the home. of the 
proxy. It is obvious that this proxy holder 
cannot adequately represent the viewpoint of 
the distrcit whose vote he casts, and there is 
no reason behind this practice whatsoever, un- 
less it be an ulterior one. 

The convention this year should abolish this 


political maneuver. The Z.O.A. has long boast- ° 


ed that it was more democratic than any other 
American Jewish organization, but under the 
proxy system where the administration can 
control a solid bloc of votes, the possibility of 
control and the chance of abuse is too great.

Mr. Weil Should Be More Specific 


RANK L. WEIL’s set of guiding principles 
which are part of his New Year message, 
reprinted here because they indicate the 
first public consideration qf the value of our 
national organizations by the head of one of 
these organizations, are too vague to have any 
real influence on whatever Mr. Weil is trying 
to improve or correct. 

The Post has mulled over the principles, 
and except for the one on duplication of ef- 
fort, they sound like Mr. Weil is for virtue and 
against sin. He would be serving the Ameri- 
can Jewish Community well if he became more 
specific, withal without becoming destructive or 
vituperative, neither of which role has he ever 
played. 

The* Post likes Mr. Weil’s frankness, and 
praises his bringing into open discussion the 
problem of the competition and duplication of 
our national organizations, but unless what 
he is driving at is made more clear, the effect 
of his discussion will be lost. 

Here are Mr. Weil’s four principles: 

“I propose that as the first of these guid- 
ing principles we keep uppermost in our 
thinking the credo that Community Good is 
paramount to Organization Good. We must 
bear in mind the simple and obvious truth 
that no organization has a “vested right” in 
continuing and that it must at all times 
be ready to submit itself to a test of raison 
d‘etre; organizations have a right to go on 
only in relation to genuine responsibilities, 
functions, and their own uniqueness of serv- 
ice, Organizations must test their programs 
on the basis of general community weal; 
their objectives, however else they measure 
up, can be termed valid only if they involve 
no detriment or hurt to the community. Or- 
ganizations must be scrupulous, in planning 
activities, to distinguish between a real ne- 
cessity and a mere whim, 

“The second guiding principle concerns it- 
self with competition. Although competition 


may be the life of trade and the stimulator 
of production, it is the death of voluntary 
community endeavor. This is true not only in 
the duplication and sheer wastefulness which 
it breeds, but in the depressing spectacle it 
creates of rivalry and of the assaults it 
makes on what should be an unassailable 
dignity of endeavor in sober and solemn 
causes, Certainly on no grounds can over- 
lapping and duplication in basic community 
service by voluntary agencies be justified or 
condoned. 


“As the third guilding principle, I urge that 
programs devised by Jewish organizations be 
created in a positive spirit and atmosphere, 
and with creative goals; even where the sit- 
uation being dealt with is a negative one, the 
treatment must be conceived of in positive 
approaches. Programs, to be meaningful and 
to attract the enthusiasm of the community, 
must stand for something; it is not nearly 
enough for them to be “anti”—to stand 
against something; programs, cannot merely 
attack and tear down, for such programs do 
not have substance, They must be construc- 
tive, offer paths of achievement, be forward- 
looking. \ 


“The fourth principle I am suggesting — 


revolves about the matter of Opinions. It 
is, clearly, the duty of those citizens who 
desire to carry their share of community re- 
sponsibility to have opinions, but it is their 
duty to base those opinions and to form their 
eonclusions on accurate information and re- 
liable knowledge. Otherwise they are not 
opinions but prejudices, and as such, worth- 
less and even harmful. Corollary to the re- 
sponsibility of acquiring knowledge and ia- 
formation, and in the setting forth of opin- 
ions, is the need to recognize that otherss are 
entitled to their opinions and that though 
they may be divergent opinions, their hold- 
ers merit respect and consideration.”

United States Synagogues Described By Mel- 
vin Fenson In The Jewish Post Of Winni- 
peg, Can.—In American cities synagogue at- 
the nouveau rich who wish to climb socially, 
social prestige. Good Jewish families among 
the nuveau rich who wish to climb socially, 
become members of impressive new Reform 
Temples. There they learn to eat trefe, to sing 
hymns to popular church tunes, to enjoy 
the accompaniment of the organ to their pray- 
ers, and to thrill to the vocal acrobatics of a 
distinguished Gentile artist who has replaced 
the Chazan. 

Perhaps Winnipeg is fortunate in that syn- 
agogue attendance is not the sole measure of 
social status.. Where this holds true, it re- 
sults in the large number of empty shells of 
beautiful Reform Temples which can be seen 


throughout the States, forsaken by their found- 
ers when they found golfing, polo, or yachting 
brought more prestige than temple building. 
Perhaps the difference between Winnipeg’s 
Jewish community and these more ‘advanced’ 
American ones is the best guarantee that 
should a community synagogue ever be erected 
in the North End, it will be built out of a de- 
sire to satisfy the needs of the traditionally- 
minded and the smaller number of truly Orth- 
odox or Conservative, and not merely to con 
fer social standing on its members. And 
should such a synagogue ever be built, more 
than any curriculum revisions in the Jewish 
schools or inspiring addresses will it continue 
to attract the generation or two which are 
today so far from the centre of traditional 
Jewish life. 
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RABBI WISE DEFENDS NAHUM GOLDMAN, JEWISH AGENCY, 
CHARGES POST AIDING U. S. IRGUN REPRESENTATIVES

I note an editorial line in the 
most recent issue of The Post, in 
which the question is asked, ap- 
parently not without knowledge: 
“Who is ,the head of a national 
organization who insists upon the 
National Jewish Post being 
placed upon his desk as soon as it 
arrives?” It may amuse you to 
learn that I plead guilty to the 
charge, though my name is not 
mentioned in connection there- 
with. 

Having said this, I must tell 
you that I am deeply pained to 
read your articles against Dr. 
Nahum Goldman. First of all, 
your own editorial against Dr. 
Goldman is so bitterly unjust as 
to be incredible to one who be- 
lieves that The Post is deeply 
concerned about the fulfillment 
of Zionist aims. The column “An- 
other Zionist Munich” is an un- 
forgivable attack on the Jewish 
Agency and the leadership of the 
Zionist movement. It seems to 
me obviously inspired by the 
hope of some part of that re- 
ward which in these days it may 
be hoped will be allotted to the 
most violent and vulgar of the 
accusers of Dr. Goldman. 


The distinction of having writ- 
ten for The Post the most viru- 
lent and bitter of all attacks 
against Dr. Goldman must be 
awarded to a Vice-President of 
the Zionist Organization of 
America. He would not be free 
to retain his office if there were 
order and discipline within the 
Zionist ranks instead of chaos,— 
not the chaos of revolution, but 
the chaos of indiscipline and 
every caprice of ill-will. 

Finally, there is the article by 
M. Z. Frank, whose first line is 
delightful,—“this writer yields to 
no other in his opposition to Dr. 
Goldman.” But the cleverness of 
that first line hardly excuses an 
attack upon the Agency and Dr. 
Goldman, which would be incred- 
ible at this time if it were not 
become one of the inspired com- 
monplaces of rebellion against 
the Jewish Agency, and therefore 
against the Zionist movement. 

You will forgive me for saying 
that the National Jewish Post is 
become, under your leadership, 
too significant and influential a 
journal of Jewish opinion now to 
become little. more than a 
weapon in the hands of represen- 


tatives of American Irgunism. 

“He who loves his country 
loathes her shame.” I do not 
quite love The National Jewish 
Post, but I profoundly respect it. 
Therefore it is that I “loathe the 
shame” of this issue of Septem- 
ber 13th.

The growth of the practice of 
having wedding ceremonies take 
place in non-sectarian chapels 
disturbs us very deeply. Our 
strong opposition to this develop- 
ment would be somewhat miti- 
gated were these chapels truly 
non-sectarian in character. Ex- 
perience has demonstrated, how- 
ever, that these so called non 
sectarian chapels tend to reflect 
the doctrinal beliefs of the ma- 
jority of users.

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Yom Kippur In Manhattan 

Manhattan’s Yom Kippur would have done you proud. For miles, 
you could have heard a pin drop. All reports agree that rare as 
Civil War veterans, were old, bearded patriarchs. But the young 
folks worshipped! Lawyers and accountants argued excitedly about 
the Cantor; but they really cared. Here’s a scoop: In New York, 
more American-born BELONG to shuls than immigrants ever did. 
This explains near-death of mushroom syna- 
gogues. The oldsters, largely garment-workers, 
used to buy tickets for temporary prayer.

Startled, 
the residents looked out, listening to ancient melodies. Running 
up and down, was Rabbi Chadkoff, marshal, who was complimented 
on ‘his “military discipline.” With him around, they had to march 
straight. At intersections, somewhat like Joshua, he stopped autos 
and trucks, if not the sun or the moon. 

At the lake, a small statue of George Washington gazed upon 
the doings. I am told that many whispered Washington had done 
well to found a country where this “Tashlich” could be observed, 
without fear.
